400,000 MAXIMUM 
CRUISER TONNAGE 


Naval Parley Again at 


Crisis Over British 
Requirements. 


OUTLOOK IS SERIOUS, 
DELEGATES ARE TOLD 


Japanese Are Disconcerted at 
English Demands, It 
Is Indicated. 


Geneva, Switzerland, July 5 (A.P.).— 
A crucial stage has been reached in 
the tripartite naval conference. Whether 
events at this critical turning point 
pushed the pourparlers toward an ac- 
tual rupture or toward-an actual treaty 
undoubtedly depends chiefly on Great 
Britain. 

The United States today, actuated, 
it is said, by a concillatory desire to 
understand British cruiser needs and 
meet them as far as possible, practic- 
ally told the naval delegates that it 
would go to the extreme maximum 
limit of 400,000 tons, which is 100,000 
more than the maximum for cruisers 
contained in the original American pro- 
posal, but strongly indicated simultanc- 
ously that it would exert continued ef- 
fort to put limitation well under 400,- 
000 tons. 

The sudden American initiative in- 
duced W. C. Bridgeman, first lord of 
the British admiralty, to receive the 
press representatives tonight, and to 
them he vigorously denied reports that 
Great Britain was animated by aggres- 
sive designs in asking for a large num- 
ber of small cruisers. He described 
Great Britain as a country in con- 
stant danger of interception of food 
supplies, and remarked that, during the 
war 70 cruisers were occupied in chas- 
ing the German raider Emden, with 29 
at her heels one time, before she was 
“run to-earth.” 


Delicate Situation Confirmed. 


Mr. Bridgeman’s answer to one ques- 
tion confirmed the impression that the 
conference now jis actually on the bor- 
der of a precipice. The question was, 
“Do you consider the chances for the 
succesy of the conference better row 
than on the first day?” 

The answer of the head of the British 
delegation was: 

“The prospects on the first day were 
not as good as I had hoped, but I will 
be greatly disappointed if we do noi 
find some way to agree.” 

The naval delegates, as a whole ap- 
pear to desire to understand Brtish 
cruiser requirements, but it was indi- 
cated that-the United States must go 
still higher if Great Britain’s needs are 
to be fully recognized. The situation is 
that the United States has raised the 
figure in cruiser tonnage, but the ques- 
tion remains whether Great Britain, 
manifesting a similar conciliatory atti- 
tude, will abandon her original demand.

Line Nearer, 


Says Noville 


Flight Comparable, He Writes, to Voyage of Columbus. 
All Instruments Functioned Perfectly While 
Ship Was Over the Ocean.

Flight Engineer and Second in Command of the America.

Paris, July 5.—When you ask just what of scientific importance will 
evolve from that 42-hour transatlantic nightmare of ours, you are ask- 
ing something whftch even Commander Byrd, let alone myself, could 
hardly hope to answer in its entirety only five days after our unex- 


pectedly wet arrival in France, 


Until we have had time to examine all of the commander’s data care- 
fully, though hastily tabulated data—and there is a great deal of it 
all safely stowed away—we can not hope to make even a fair estimate. 


Is of Real Value. 

Ask us “is the America’s flight of 
scientific importance?” and I believe 
we all would be unanimous in the dec- 
laration that “it certainly is.” It is ab- 
solutely impossible for an experienced 
pilot and navigator like Commander 
Byrd to keep a minute record of such 
an unusual air venture without the in- 
formation he has assembled proving a 
veritable text book for tomorrow’s regu- 
larly enrolled airmen in transatlantic 
commercial air service. 

After the three successive crossings by 
Lindbergh, Chamberlin and Byrd under 
greatly varying weather conditions 
with various-sized planes, there is 
only one thing to say. Transatlantic 
air service is coming—and not many 
years hence. 

Until the time our wonderful Fokker 
monoplane crashed after one of the 
greatest exhibitions of air worthiness 
ever shown in the history of aviation, 


up until then folks might have said 
“Well, if they get a 650-50 break 
with the weather the Atlantic is tra- 
versible by airplane.” We didn’t even 
get a 20 to 80 break with the 
weather but our ship never failed in 
any detail over the more than 3,000 
miles from New York to the French 
coast. 
“We Got the Stuff.” 

That is what a ship carrying 14,700- 
odd pounds into the air can do without 
stopping in the face of gigantic ob- 
stacles.

500 Are Made Homeless by 
$300,000 Blaze; Three 
Firemen Overcome. 


HUGE PIER IS MENACED 


Atlantic City, N. J.. July 5 (AP.).— 
Nearly a block of the Boardwalk, be- 
tween Missouri and Arkansas avenues, 
was razed in one of the most disastrous 
fires in years here today. Three firemen 
were overcome and more than 500 per- 
sons were made homeless. : 

Discovered shortly after 3 o’clock in 
the Boardwalk Restaurant, the flames 
rapidly spread, aided by a stiff breeze 
A general alarm was sounded. Firemen 
battled the blaze three hours. 

Eight hotels and rooming houses sent 
vacationists scurrying to the street. 
Most of them were on the beach at the 
time and their belongings were either 
burned or ruined by water and smoke 

Hotels destroyed or damaged included 
the Prescott Hotel, Regent Hotel, Leon- 
ard, Lutz, Boardwafk, Bella Napoli and 
the Silverdale. Between eight and ten 
houses or cottages were destroyed. 

The Million Dollar Pier, opposite the 
Boardwalk Hotel, was in imminent dan- 
ger for a time. 

Just before the Remington Arms ex- 
hibit went down in flames a loud rat- 
tat-tat started up and continued, but 
no one was hurt by the bursting 
shells. The beach was jammed with 
bathers and spectators who watched the 
spectacle. Vast volumes of smoke rolled 
up from the fire and were carried by 
the wind far over the city. 


The Remington exhibit was on the | 


Boardwalk. 

The fire was caused by a lighted ciga- 
rete carelessly thrown onto the Board- 
walk, near the entrance to an amuse- 
ment place, according to tenants of 
nearby buildings. ‘The cigarette is be- 
lieved to have become imbedded in a 
crevice of the Boardwalk and to have 
ignited the pitch pine planking. 

Fire Chief Barnett estimated the dam- 
age at $300,000. This does not include

Belle Fourche, S. Dak., July 5.—Pres!i- 

dent Coolidge got a whole-hearted ex- 
pression of the West out in the wide 
spaces here today. It seems that years 
ago some adventurous souls came here, 
threw some little frame buildings to- 
gether and established a community. 


There are no paved streets, it is just a 


wide place in the road, up off the edge 
of the Black Hills. 

But today about 25,000 God-fearing, 
unpretentious folk, who give little 
thought to fashion, came here from 
Wyoming, Montana, and this Dakota 
State and gathered in what might be 
called the fair grounds. There was a 
wide circular track with covered stands 
stretching about one-third the length 
of it, in which she President, Mrs. 
Coolidge and their party sat through a 
three-hour rodeo. Everything that can 
be done with a horse ora steer was done 
by the hard-riding men and women for 
their delectation, and at the end there 
was a dust-covered presidential party 
that went back to Rapid City. 

It was a gala day for Belle Fourche 
and the countryside. There must be 
less than 2,000 residents of the town 
itself, which lies completely to the left 
of the railroad tracks as you come in. 
Off in the distance are the somber tops 
of the Black Hills, but it is mostly a 
wide plain where Belle Fourche ls. 


Trip Made by Train. 


The party came up from Rapid City 
in a train composed of those yellow 
coaches,. which take the dust out.here 
better than a darker hue, and which 
was pulled by a puffing, laborious, 
little oll burning engine that seemed 
to work as it had never worked before.

TWO CONVICTS SHOT 
AFTER BULLETS HIT 
BALTIMORE SNLOR 


Attempted Prison Break 
Is Foiled by Guard 
and a Woman. 


TELEPHONE OPERATOR 
CALLS IN THE POLICE 


Maryland Penitentiary Pris- 
oners at Outer Door When 
They Are Wounded. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Baltimore, Md., July 5.—Two con- 
victs, one serving a life term for par- 
ticipating in the murder of William 
B. Norris, were wounded today after 
one of them had shot down a guard in 
an attempt to escape from the Mary- 
land Penitentiary. It was from this 
prison that Richard R. Whittemore, 
notorious bandit, made his escape after 
fatally beating a guard. 

Alfred Walker, 66 years old. the 
guard, was shot twice, and physicians 
at the prison hospital said tonight that 
his condition was critical. One bullet 
grazed hir left shoulder, the other en- 
tered his chest just over his heart and™ 
passed through his body. The last rites 
of the Catholic Church have been ad- 
ministered. 

The convicts, both of whom were shot 
by Charles Stortz, another guard, are 
Charles P. “Country” Carey, serving a 
life sentence for his part in killing 
Norris, who was shot down by a gang 
of bandits August 18, 1922, and robbed 
of a $7,263 pay roll, and Benjamin F. 
Spragins, serving a ten-year sentence 
for larceny. 


One Bar to Freedom. 


The convicts had only one door be- 
tween them and freedom when their 
attempted break was frustrated by the 
quick action of Stortz and the presence 
of mind of a telephone operator, Miss 
Mary Sullivan. 

Miss Sullivan when the firing be- 
gan ran to a window and screamed to 
a taxicab driver, who summoned a po- 
liceman. Several patrol wagons, filled 
with uniformed meh, dashed to the 
penitentiary as Stortz shot it out with 
the convicts over the form of his fel- 
low guard. 

As the police surrounded the build- 
ing and entered the main door Stortz 
wounded both convicts. They were dis- 
armed and taken to the prison hos- 
pital. Carey was shot in the calf of 
the left leg and his thigh bone was 
shattered by another shot Spragins 
was wounded in the left leg. 

The two convicts had walked to the 
lobby, ostensibly to get some baskets 
of delicacies sent by some friends out- 
side. They had only one gun until 
Walker was shot. Walker was guarding 
the street door and had the key in his 
pocket. He was notified by the ringing 
of a bell at his desk that the two pris- 
oners were in the corridor and wanted 
to enter the lobby. He went to the 
corridor and swung open an iron-barred 


door and a solid steel door to admit 
the pair.

by the postal authorities is more than 
probable. Any future action by the 
authorities, of course, would depend, it 
was explained, on what the particular 
facts are in the particular case, 

It develops that Senator Heflin’s sece 
retary, on June 23 sent out circular let 
| ters on the stationery of the commit- 
| tee on agriculture and forestry, United 
| States Senate, of which Mr. Heflin is 
a member, calling on the faithful ad- 
mirers of the senator to enter the mar- 
ket and purchase in bulk excerpts from 
Mr. Heflin’s “many speeches put in a 
pamphlet which contains 138 pages.” 

These were the voluminous speeches 
constituting the Heflin one-man cam- 
paign against the Coolidge administra- 
tion and the Catholic Church which 
‘the senator from Alabama waged in the 
‘United States Senate. They found no 
single word of approbation on the Sen- 
|ate floor and the senator complajned 
bitterly because the “Catholic-ow 
| press of the country” never reprinted 
them anywhere. 


| Letters Flood Office. 


But an array of private letters from 
| klansmen and other supporters flooded 
| the senator’s mail, according to his own 
| statements, and these letters brought

BIG PUBLIC DEBT CUT 
IS EXPECTED IN YEAR 


Present Figure Is $18,500,- 
000,000; Peak in 1919 
Was $26,590,000,000. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


One-third of the public debt which 
reached its peak in August, 1919, is ex- 
pected by Treasury officials to be paid 
off by the end of the new fiscal year 
that began July 1. The total has been 
pared down steadily during intervening 
years and by the end of the present 
fiscal twelve-month period, these cur- 
tailments, it is estimated, will equal 
one-third of the total. 

Payments during the present fiscal 
year include retirement of more than 
$2 000,000,000 of third Liberty loan 
bonds next year and $1,308,099,450 of 
the second issue. During the seven 
years and ten months since the debt 
was at its peak the Treasury has retired 
obligations which reduced it from $26,- 
596,701,648.01, to $18,511,906,931.85, as 
of July 1. 

The composition of the debt, as of 
that time, included $15,222,115,290, in 
bonds; $2,019,194,550, in Treasury notes; 
$702,095,500, in Treasury certificates, 
and $309,259,325.95, in Treasury savings 
certificates.

Recommendation of Efficiency. 
Bureau to Consolidate 
Posts Disregarded. 


ASSISTANT DIRECTOR 


WILL BE NAMED SOON 


Reform Suggestions Given on 
June 13, Held Secret 
Until Now. 


The Commissioners yesterday took 
advantage of a report of the Bureau of 
Efficiency recommending consolidation 
of work in the Department of Public 
Welfare to create a new job while re- 
jecting the recommendation for consol- 


idation. The position of assistant dl- 
rector of public welfare, with a salary 
range from $3,800 to $5,000 was estab- 
lished. No one was named-to fill it, 
but it is expected that an incumbent 
will be appointed without delay. 
Incidentally, the report was held se- 
cret from June 13, when it was submit- 
ted to the Commissioners, until yester- 
day, when it was made public only aft- 
er final action had been taken on its 
contents. 

When James E. Stuart, former chief 
of the Division of Child Welfare, an- 
nounced he was about to resign to ac- 
cept a job in New York, Howard B 
Gill, of the Bureau of Efficiency, was 
in the midst of a survey of the work of 
the board’s executive staff, which is 
headed by George S. Wilson, director of 
public welfare. 

Gill held a number of conferences 
with Wilson, representatives of the 
Juvenile Court and others and then 
wrote a report suggesting that Stuart’s 
resignation offered an excellent op- 
portunity for reorganization and aboli- 
tion of a superfluous position without 
dismissing any one, and thereby causing 
a disturbance in personnel. He recom- 
mended that the position of chief of 
the Division of Child Welfare be 
abolished and the money used to pro- 
vide an assistant director of public wel- 
fare to aid Wilson. Wilson, it was re- 
commended, should have personal su- 
pervision of child welfare work but, 
instead of excercising detailed super- 
vision, one of the two existing super- 
visors of child welfare work should be 
designated superior in charge and given 
$100 a year more salary. 


New Post Urged. 


The board of public welfare recom- 
mended to the Commissioners that the 
new post of assistant director of pub- 
lic welfare be created, but that the rest 
of the Bureau of Efficiency’s report be 
scrapped and that the post of chief of 
the division of child welfare be not 
abolished, but that the Commissioners 
seek increased appropriation to provide 
for both jobs. 

Before going on his vacation, Com- 
missioner Sidney F. Taliaferro submit- 
ted to the Commissioners a motion that 
the Welfare Board’s recommendation be 
concurred in and this motion was 
adopted yesterday. 

Concerning Wilson, Gill’s report said: 

“The director of public welfare hap- 
pens to combine good business sense 
with special training and 30 years of 
experience in public welfare work. The 
District, however, is losing much of 
the value of that special training and 
experience in handling the children, 
prisoners, insane, paupers and others 
now in the care of the Board of Public 
Welfare and in developing a program 
for reducing crime, disease and poverty 
in the District, when it forces the di- 
rector to give the bulk of his attention 
to business details. 


Two Jobs Held Unwarranted. 


“It is evident that the director 
should devote his attention primarily 
to public welfare and incidentally to 
administration and that an assistant 
director is needed who will devote his 
attention primarily to business man- 
agement and incidentally to public 
welfare. However, the appointment of 
both a chief of the child welfare divi- 
sion and an assistant director, or busi- 
ness manager, at this time does not 
appear warranted.” 

The report said that the director was 
not in sufficiently close touch with the 
child welfare work, that some of the 
juventle affairs require his personal at- 
tention and signature, adding: 

“Indeed, during the past year, the 
presence of a chief between the direc- 
tor and the supervisors of child welfare 
removed the directer, as the responsible 
executive, too far from the child wel- 
fare work and resulted in difficulties 
between the Board of Public Welfare 
and the Juvenile Court. Direct contact 
with the child welfare work on the part 
of the director will undoubtedly help 
to smooth out some of these difficul- 
ties.”

Walker fell. Stortz, who was eating his 
lunch in an adjoining room, jumped on 
a table and peered over a partition. 
Spragins saw the guard over the parti- 
tion and shouted: “Get him, coun- 
try.” 

Stortz shot Spragins through a glass 
door, then turned his pistol on Carey, 
who had snatched up the wounded 
guard’s gun and was attempting to fire 
it. The weapon was unfamiliar to 
Carey, and he was felled by the bullet 
in his thigh bone before he was able to 
pull the trigger. 

After he and his companion had 
been taken to the hospital, Carey said 
that Spragins had done all of the 
shooting with a gun believed to have 
been smuggled in from outside the 
prison. The number and other identi- 
fication marks had been filed off. 

Spragins, who is 27 years old, was 
sentenced to the penitentiary in 1922 
from Hartford County. The convicts, 
Warden Patrick Brady said, formulated 
the rough plans for their escape last 
week. They talked it over casually 
then, but yesterday they discussed it 
in detail.

Commerce Chamber Board 
Favors Wardman’s Plan 
for Shoreham Site. 


CITY IS SEEN AS SEAPORT 


A proposal for the construction of a 
large office building designed for use 


as headquarters for national trade and 
commorcial associations, at Fifteenth 
and H streets northwest, on the site 
of the Shoreham Hotel, was made by 
Harry Wardman, builder, in a letter 
read to the board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce at its meeting 
last night at the Homer Building. The 
board went on record in favor of the 
project and instructed its secretary to 
notify Wardman that it would be glad 
to consider taking office space in the 
proposed structure. 

Martin A. Leese, president of the 
Chamber, spoke on the commercial pos- 
sibilities of Washington as a seaport, 
saying that the Secretary of the Navy 
recently had called his attention to the 
fact that the river channel here has 
sufficient depth to float seagoing ves- 
sels, as evidenced by the recent voyage 
of the cruiser Memphis. Leese also said 
he believed that money spent in the 
entertainment of visiting trade associa- 
tions was well worth while, in that it 
gave an opportunity for the voters in 
other parts of the country to learn 
something of the problems faced by the 
unfranchised residents of the District. 

The board adopted a resolution call- 
ing on the Government to take im- 
mediate action on the Mississippi River 
control problem, in accordance with a 
request from the Association of Com- 
merce of New Orleans. 

The meeting was told by President 
Leese that the joint committee of the 
Board of Trade, Merchants and Manu- 
facturers Association and the Chamber 
of Commerce has been making great 
strides in the work of getting the air 
mail port for this city. He declared 
that the citizens of the District are 
ready and willing to put up the re- 
quired amount of money on a business- 
like basis and that the committee is 
in daily conference with District heads 
over this matter. 

Other resolutions adopted indorsed 
the regatta of the Corinthian Yacht 
Club September 16-17, and donated a 
cup as a winner’s prize in a regatta to 
be given by the Washington Canoe 
Club. A letter of good will was or- 
dered sent to the new Engineer Com- 
missioner, Col. William B. Ladue.

RECEPTION IS GIVEN 
BY THE FRENCH SENAT 


Troops Are Lined Up at the 
Flying Center in Honor 
of Americans. 


Paris, July 5 (A.P.).—The American 
aviators who flew across the Atlantic 
in the Columbia and America had an- 
other busy day of receptions from 
breakfast until dinner in the evening, 
and then they were allowed the night 
hours to do with as they pleased. Some 
of them decided to get a well-earned 


rest, while the others dined privately 
with friends or joined the tourist trek 
to Montmartre. 


Commander Byrd again was the cen- | 


ter of interest in all the public ap- 
pearances the airmen made. With 
his gracious ways and words he has 
ted the hearts of the French, 
their admiration—Just as 

‘9 did before him. 

Tne Cross of the Legion of Honor 
will be conferred upon Commander 
Byrd, the government having decided 
today to honor him in this manner, 
The same decoration may also be con- 
ferred upon Acosta, Noville and Bal- 
chen, the commander's three com- 
panions on the transatlantic flight, but 
this is not yet definitely determined. 

The commander also received the 
Gold Medal of the French Aero Club. 
This medal was awarded to Col. Lind- 
bergh when he was received at the 
club after his New York-to-Paris flight. 


Began Day at Field. 


The fliers began their day at Le 
Bourget and ended it as guests of the 
French senate. Between these two 
engagements the crew of the America 
lunched at the ministry of marine, vis- 
ited the newspaper plant of l’'Intran- 
sigéant and met many of the air aces 
of Europe at the reception at the Aero 
Club of France. 

Tomorrow morning they will visit 
the wounded aviators of France at their 
home in Parts, then lunch with the 
Anglo-American Press Association 
whose members have worn out count- 
less yards of typewriter ribbons telling 
the folks back home about Chan.ber- 
lin, Byrd and company. 

Both Chamberlin and Byrd went to 
Le Bourget in the morning, but on dif- 
ferent missions. Chamberlin made the 
trip to look over his plane; Commander 
Byrd’s visit was a formal one, to inspect 
the Thirty-fourth regiment of avia- 
tion. Acosta and Balchen went along 
‘with him. Troops and planes alike 
were lined up for th. commander’s in- 
‘gpection, while overhead two scout 
Planes went through the whole gamut 
; aerial acrobatics. The gateways to 

great landing field were bright with 
ne banners of France and America. 


French Admiration Felt. 


Col. Poli Marchetti, in toasting the 
tommander of the America at the offi- 
cers’ mess, told him his French ‘com- 
rades felt great admiration for his ex- 
ploit. “You have succeeded over 
great difficulties with real science,” 
said Col. Marchetti.

Commander Byrd’s mind. Now we can 
say, “We got the stuff”—everything 
that could be had. And that means 


information about flying vast distances 
and across an ocean that never had 
been obtained before. It should mean 
a very considerable , to speak 
conservatively, to the safety percent- 
age for transatlantic flights. 

Who can tell but that Byrd’s trans- 
| atlantic manual will advanice that great 
| future field of aviation by several years. 
| To appreciate just what data could be 

collected, you must know the instru- 
ments at Commander Byrd’s disposal. 
We had, first, the air log which tells 
,the numiber of miles you have flown: 
| second, air speed meter; third, earth 
\inductor compass indicator; fourth, 
| banking indicator; fifth, direction find- 
er; sixth, standard marine compasses; 
seventh, standard United States Navy 
radio; eight, three engines, each with 
pressure gauge and tachometer; ninth, 
six fuel gauges to tell how much gaso- 
line we had. 


Worried Over Dump Valve. 


Incidentally all were glass gauges, 
such as are used on boilers because 
they had been proved the most accu- 
rate we could find. Last and most 
important, perhaps, was the dump 
valve. Lord, how we worried about that 
cump valve, for fear somebody would 
inadvertently touch it off and send the 
fuel splashing down to the Atlantic 
below us—and us to follow without 
even voting on the question. We 
poked each other every time we moved. 
The dump valve controlled every drop 
of gas we had. If jarred suddenly, it 
might start leaking. 

The only sleep I got coming over was 
once about fifteen minutes. I remem- 
ber that all of a sudden I got dream- 
ing that I had kicked the dump valve. 
I came jumping to my feet, wide 
awake, scared to death that I had 
knocked . against it in my sleep. Il 
couldn't believe that I had not until lI 
looked it all over. But that is not 
science, except that an awful lot of 
science depended on treating that 
vdump valve like a baby’s cheek. 

The list of instruments named above, 
plus two thermometers placed outside 
the ship—one forward, where it could 
be seen from the wheel, and the other 
after, where the commander could look 
at it—comprise the equipment which 
permitted us to note observations from 
the beginning to the end of the flight. 
It should be pointed out that before 
the final take-off we had made 31 test 
flights, checking every possible phase 
of the plane, the motors and the navi- 
gation apparatus, 


No Gamble About Ship. 


There was no question at all about 
the ship. We knew what we would do 
in the air. As far as the ship was 
concerned, there was very little gamble. 
The only gamble was the elements— 
that proved some gamble. But, now 
that it is all over and we are out safe 
and sound, I think that all of us can 
see where that infernal fog and rain 
may have helped us to accomplish more 
of our object than we might otherwise 
have in perfect weather. The bigger 
the obstacles, the bigger the proof 
when they are conquered. 

No one could have foreseen or 
imagined such terrible weather for such 
a long period over such a vast area. 
Yet, had we not hit that awful fog 
over France there is every indication 
that we would have reached Le Bourget 
ahead of our schedule, despite the terri- 
ble going all across the Atlantic. What 
does this mean? It means that all 


fiying officer you Kncw, Col. Marchetti, 
the difficulties encountered. 

“The flight was also to promote in- 
ternational relations, and if any Amer- 
ican has doubt as to the feeling of 
France for America he should make a 
nonstop flight from New York tc this 
country. I hope a French aviator will 
soon cross from Paris to New York;

After inspecting the military field 
and the commercial airport, Byrd and 
his companions went to the stone 
which marks the landing of Lindbergh.

“Wine of Honor” Offered. 


At the Aero Club, the 
honor” was offered to them. Many 
celebrated French fliers were waiting 
to greet them, among them Farman 
and Bleriot. There were present also 
representatives of President Doumergue 
and various cabinet officers. Chamber- 
lin and Levine joined the crew of the 
America at this ceremony. 

From there they proceeded in a body 
to the senate, where a short reception 
was held in their honor. Everywhere 
they went, crowds cheered them. 

H. A. Gibbons, representative of 
Kodman Wanamaker, backer of the 
Byrd expedition, formally denied to- 
night reports that two of the America’s 
crew were going to Amsterdam to- 
morrow.

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three motors never coughed once. It 
means that Commander Byrd, utilizing 
all the navigation instruments at his 
disposal, held a perfect course right to 
Brest with marvelous directness. It 
means that if you know how to navi- 
gate and have reasonably accurate in- 
struments you can fiy in almost any 
kind of weather. It also means that 
the radio operated perfectly from begin- 
ning to end. 


What the Trip Means. 


To sum up it means that every single 
bit of equipment functioned with al- 
most absolute perfection with the ex- 
ception of the compass, which failed 
over France, but through no fault of 
the compass. That occurred after the 
Atlantic was spanned and after the 
feasibility of crossing the Atlantic had 
been given a third convincing proof. 
Everything else connected with our 
equipment functioned in absolutely 
wonderful shape—far better than any 
one flying had a right to expect under 
such overwhelming adverse conditions. 

What does that mean for the progress 
of aviation? It means what Columbus’ 
voyage meant to ships of the sea. Per- 
haps it will some day be demonstrated 
that it means more than that. Of 
course I speak here not for our flight 
alone, but for the cumulative effect of 
these three transatlantic flights, to- 
gether with those pioneer marvelously 
daring thrusts of Alcock and Brown 
and the other trail breakers. 


But to Cominander Byrd alone goes 
the credit for gathering transocean 
aerial data while in. the air. You 
should have watched him all through 
the flight, keeping a complete record 
of the compass variations, fuel read- 
ings, speed registrations, our revolu- 
tions per minute, and all nautical ob- 
servations whenever they were pos- 
sible. Certainly there has never been 
a flight where these factors were fol- 
lowed and studied so closely. 

I know it will be a great comfort to 
Mr. Wanamaker that these records were 
saved and will be disposed of at the 
earliest practical moment for the aid 
of aviation’s progress the world over. 
As for us, you can not imagine the tre- 
mendous feeling of relief when we 
knew that they had been saved. It 
seems strange now, in the light of 
recent events, to think how the world 
in general viewed the practicability of 
a New York to Paris nonstop flight 
three years ago, and even three months 
ago. To the average person it was one 
great gamble then—a gamble from 
every angle. Think how that gamble 
has been reduced. 

The gamble of engines, the gamh'e 
of fuel-carrying capacity, the gamble 
of maintaining radio communication— 
all those previous big dcubts have 
shrunk tremendously. The gamble of 
the weather still remains, as it always 
will remain. But how firmly the Amer- 
ica’s inspiring victory establishes the 
fact that even the weather need not 
stand in the way of a transatlantic air 
service. 

Those are the things that Com- 
mander Byrd, without even opening 
his precious log book f scientific data. 
has already proved. Perhaps it is not 
too much to say that a new era in 
aviation has unquestionably begun. 
And who can tell where it will lead? 
As I have lived over our flight with 
you, I am reminded that there is 
another important story yet untold. It 
concerns some of the earliest stages of 
our flight. But that is for tomorrow.

CAPTURES TSINGTA 
WHEN CHEN SECEDES 


Victors Now See an Easy 
Advance Against Tientsin 
and Peking. 


PROTECTION OF FOREIGN 
LIVES STILL GUARANTEED 


Fall of Hankow Government 
Indicated as Russians 
Leave the City. 


London, July 5 (A.P.).—A Shanghal 
dispatch to the Westminster Gazette 
says that the city of Tsingtao, im- 
portant city of Kiaochow Bay in the 
Province of Shantung, is reported to 
have fallen before the Nationalist army 
as a result of the secession of Gen. 
Chen, northern commander of the area 
between Kiaochow and Kaom!, near 
Tsingtao. 


Peking Advance Held Easy. 
Shanghai, July 5 (A.P.).—The grad- 
ual but steady development of the 


campaign of the southerners against 
the north China government is report- 
ed in advices from the Shantung front, 
with the Nationalist leaders expressing 
belief in an easy advance on Tientsin 
and Peking. 

Railway service between Tsingtao on 
Kiaochow Bay and Tsinanfu, capital of 
the province of Shantung, has been su- 
spended because of the destruction of 
a section of track near Kaomi. Tele- 
graphic and telephonic communication 
also has been interrupted. 

Japanese advices say that Gen. Chen, 
commanding the troops between Kiao- 
chow and Kaomi, a stretch of about 20 
miles, went over to the Nationalists 
yesterday, but notified the authorities 
that although he was surrendering to 
the southerners he would guarantee 
full protection for foreign lives and 
property. While this apparent defec- 
tion added little territory to the Na- 
tionalist advance, it further paved the 
way for the execution of the far-flung 
southern campaign, which without 
doubt is progressing steadily. 


Plan to Oust Northerners. 


Official circles. at Nanking, head- 
quarters of the moderate Nationalist 
regime, reveal that the southerners are 
now planning to expel the northerners 
from the entire area south of the Yel- 
low River from the city of Kaifeng in 
the province of Honan to the sea. 

From Kaifeng to the west, the 
northerners have long retreated north 
of the Yellow River and Marshal Feng 
Yu-Hsiang, who is now cooperating 
with Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, is estab- 
lished in Honan. 

Meanwhile Feng’s 1 esser campaign 
against the radical elements at Hankow 
continues. Reports from Hankow say 
that a number of the Russian advisers 
to the Hankow regime who were re- 
cently ordered to have the city by Feng 
have departed by train under his pro- 
tection for Urga, Mongolia. This is in- 
‘%erpreted here as prophetic of the fall 
of the Hankow government, or at least 
its rapprochement with the regime at 
Nanking. 


Propagandists Are Active. 


Further Japanese advices from Tsing- 
tao state the propaganda agents of the 
Kuomintang, or national political or- 
ganization, are most active. These ad- 
vices say that “special martial law” 
has now been invoked at Tsinan and 
Chefoo, 

Governor Yen Hsi-Shan of the Pro- 
ince of Shazsi, it is declared, is now 
counted on by the southerners to 
launch a movement on Peking the mo- 
ment that the Shantung yellow front 
is established. 

Dr. C. C. Wu, Foreign Minister for 
the Nanking Nationalists, it is stated, 
has no desire to break with Russia, 
but is merely warring on the commu- 
nists because the latter are threatening 
“the very existence of the Nationalist 
revolution and the life of the Kuomin- 
tang.” 


LONG-DISTANCE SIT 
IN ASPHALT ENDED 


Police: Intervene, and Then 
Chicago Contestant Is 
Pried Loose.

Chicago, July 5.—Anybody can sit on 
top.of a flagpole. The anchorites tried 
it many years ago.

FOUR BALLOONS DOWN 
IN DETROIT CONTEST 


One Lands in Ontario, One in 
Ohio and Others in North 


Carolina and Virginia. 


Roanoke, Va., July 5 (A.P.).—Detroit 
No. 3, piloted by A. G. Slosser and 
E. J. Hill, an entry in the Detroit 
News balloon race, landed about 7:45 
tonight at Mountvale, 20 miles east of 
here, sald a message received here. 

Kinston, N. C., July 5 (A.P.).—The 
Detroit II, balloon No. 10 of the De- 
troit News trophy race, piloted by Ras- 
mussen, alighted 13 miles north of 
Kinston tonight. 

Detroit, Mich., July 5 (A.P.).—Two 
of the balloons entered in the third 
annual Detroit News race had landed 
tonight after covering distances from 
Detroit, measured by a straight line, 
of approximately 185 and 70 miles.

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Drop In British Cruisers 
Stressed by Bridgeman 


Number Decreased 43 Over 13-Year Period, He De- 
clares. Communication Between Parts of Empire 
Must Not be Cut, He Contends. 


Geneva, Switzerland, a, 5 (AP.). 
In an informal talk with the press 
correspondents this evening W. C. 
Bridgeman, first lord of the British 
admiralty, made a detailed defense of 
the British attitude as to its naval re- 
quirements. He put special emphasis 
on the statement that while Great 
Britain’s cruiser strength at the out- 
break of the war in 1914 was 114 cruis- 
ers, including those under construc- 
tion, and at the time of the armistice 
120, it hac fallen in February, 1927, to 
71, this figure including a building 
program of 9. 

“Mr, Bridgeman distributed a docu- 
ment, which declared that in March, 
1923, the Sritish Empire was being out- 
built, because, although Great Britain 
since the armistic? had laid down only 
11 warships of all types, the four 
other principal naval powers had laid 
down a total of 310. As a consequence, 
continue] the statement, Great Bri- 
tain laid down 5 cruisers in 1924 and 
Australia 2 in 1925, and planned others 
for later years. 

“Due to the special geographical posi- 
tion of the British Empire and the 
necessity of defending communications 
vital as regards food supplies,” says the 
statement, “a certain minimum number 
of cruisers is essential. This number 
translated into 8-inch gun cruisers 
would represent an immense offensive 
force; hence, we have suggested, first, 
limitation of the maximum displace- 
ment and armament of individual 
cruisers considerably less than the 
limitations now in force, and, second, 
strict limitation of the number of 8- 
inch gun cruisers. 

‘These proposals by materially reduc- 
ing the gun power of cruisers would 
greatly diminish their offensive capac- 


ities. Incidentally, the economic sav- 
ing for all nations would be consider- 
able, and thus reduce the burden of 
naval armaments.” 

Elaborating the statement, Mr. 
Bridgeman made one remark which was 
interpreted in the sense that the British 
delegation might be willing to sign an 
agreement restricted to destroyers and 
submarines, when he observed that al- 
ready a sufficient understanding had 
been arrived at in the conference to 
mark a considerable advance in the 
line of disarmament. 

He insisted that the British policy 
was based on the sound axiom voiced 
by Hugh S. Gibson in his opening 
speech at the conference, that the 
United States had no right or interest 
in mainteining a naval force which 
would constitute a threat to anybody. 
but had the right to maintain a naval 
oe for national requirements and de- 
ense. 


“We did not start this building race,” | 


said the first lord of the admiralty. 
“Replacements, of course, necessitated 
new ships, but we always thought 
merely tc protect the trade routes of 
the extensive shores of different parts 
of the British Empire. We could not 
run the risk of being cut off, or risk 
our defense. Hence, we have asked for 
@& number of small vessels, rather than 
large warships with heavy guns, which 
would seem more for aggression than 
defense.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Bridgeman esti- 
mated Great Britain’s future cruiser 
of 590,000, comprising possibly 23 of 
needs at about 71, with a total tonnuge 
10,000 tons and 48 of 7,500. He said 
that Britain probably would replace 
its 30 smaller size cruisers by 10,000 
or 7,500 ton craft.

CRUISER TONNAGE TO 400,000

egation can see little good in reaching 
an agreement at Geneva merely On des- 
troyers and submarines. 

The United States is singularly weak 
in cruiser strength, because of numer- 
ous atiquated ships, but relatively 
strong in destroyers and submarines. 
Hence, it is pointed out, an accord con- 
fined to the latter categories would 
merely be detrimental to United States 
interests and leave wide open the great- 
est problem of all—greater even than 
that of battleships—the problem of 
powerful cruisers, which themselves de- 
cide the supremacy of the seas. 

Apparently the Americans have no 
objection to Great Britain possessing 
as many as 75 cruisers, but want some 
definite understanding that the ton- 
nage of a considerable number of these 
will be low enough to prevent the to- 
tal British cruiser tonnage from ex- 
ceeding 400,000 tons, as the very last 
limit. This new limit would permit 
Britain to build two new 10,000-ton 
cruisers, while adhering to the present 
distribution of cruiser tonnage. 

An agreement has practically been 
reached by the experts concerning 
maximum tonnage for destroyers and 
submarines, and upon the rough fig- 
ures for total tonnage. The submarine 
maximum individual tonnage has been 
fixed at 1,800 tons, but it is understood 
that this will not involve any scrap- 
ping of submarines over 2,000 tons 
which the United States is now build- 
ing for oversea communication. 

It is reported tonight that the Japa- 
nese are disconcerted over the pre- 
sumed necessity of going upward in 
cruiser figures to satisfy Grat Britain, 
and the impression prevails that they 
will aid the Americans to keep the 
cruiser tonnage as low as possible in 
order to satisfy Japanese public opin- 
ion and prevent bigger building pro- 
grams. 

Finally, Mr. Bridgeman emphasized 
that every nation has a right to know 
better than the others what constitute 
the actual needs for its defense. An- 
Swering a question, the first lord ad- 
mitted that Great Britain would prob- 
ably replace eventually its 30 smaller- 
size cruisers by ships of either 10,000 
or 7,500 tons, because every nation 
would undoubtedly build the maxi- 
mum size craft permitted under the 
treaty. 

He estimated Great Britain’s future 
needs in cruisers as about 71. If 23 of 
these were of 10,000 tons and 48 of 
7,500 tons, the total tonnage would be 
590,000. 


Comment Lacking Here. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Official comment as to the signifi- 
cance of new American cruiser tonnage 
suggestions discussed yesterday by the 
technical committee of the Geneva 
naval limitations conference was lack- 
ing last night. The State Department 
contented itself with giving out the 
Same announcement isued in Geneva, 
that the committee had adjourned “to 
examine ways of adjusting the require- 
ments in cruisers of the several coun- 
tries.” 

It was made clear informally, how- 
ever, thac the Washington government 
had based its original suggestion as 
to cruiser tonnage on a careful pre- 
liminary study of the subject, that 
included estimates of the needs of par- 
penpasing powers, provided there was 
to be a cessation of competitive, naval 
building. There was no disposition 
among authorities here to concur in 
any program that would virtually 
double these estimates. 


No Report Given Out. 


At the same time it was pointed out 
that the Geneva conference created its 
technical committees precisely for the 
purpose of developing in detail views 
of the naval experts of the three 
powers on just such complicated ques- 
tions as that involved in the cruiser 
tonnage discussion. 

In the absence of a detailed report 
from Ambassador Gibson as the form 
and substance of the 400,000 cruiser 
tonnage maximum put forward today 
by the American group there was no 
means of determining what limiting 
conditions it might involve in the way 
of replacement schedules and regard 
to life to be allowed for cruisers, dis- 
position to be made of vessels of that 
type already obsolete or any other fac- 
tor of the kind. If the State Depart- 
ment had such a report it did not

U. S., Says Senator Hale, 
Will Not Subordinate Navy 


Bar Harbor, Maine, July 5 (A.P.).— 
Congress and the American people will 
never consent to any agreement at the 
Geneva naval conference “that subor- 


dinates our Navy to that of any other 
nation in the world,” Senator Frederick 
Hale of Maine, chairman of the Senate 
naval affairs committee, told the State 
convention of the American Legion to- 
da;. 

Expressing the hope that the Ameri- 
can delegates at the conference will be 
able to bring about an agreement that 
wi'l result in application of the 5-5-3 
ratio to other than capital ships and 
carriers, and that eventually France 
and Italy will enter such an agreement, 
he added: 

“When such an agreement shall have 
been brought about I fully believe a 
general cut-down all along the line on 
the terms of the ratio may be brought 
about, and in this way that the bur- 
den of armament may be lightened.” 

A powerful American Navy, he said, 
“is the strongest factor for peace in 
the world.”

Sacco-Vanzetti Sympathizers 
Attempt Demonstration 
in Capital. 


ARE DISPERSED BY POLICE 


Mexico City, July 5 (A.P.).—Prompt 
police action protected the United 
States consulate at noon today 
when 2,000 laborites of the so-called 
“Red” unions marched upon the build- 
ing in a demonstration against the exe- 
cution of Nicolo Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti in Massachusetts. 

No damage was done and the police 


dispersed the crowd without trouble. 


The United States Embassy has re- 
ceived several letters and calls from 
labor leaders protesting against the 
sentencing of the two men to death and 
today’s demonstrations presumably 
would have continued on to the embas- 
sy if they had not been dispersed at the 
consulate. 

As the parade of men and women

Attempt Is Made to Blow Up 
the Spokane Review | 


and Chronicle. 


Spokane, Wash., July & (A.P.).—An 
attempt to blow up the business offices 
of the Spokane Review and the Chroni- 
cle, with a powerful dynamite bomb 
failed here today when the fuse of the 
infernal machine burned to within 2%, 
inches of the percussion cap and then 
went out. 

The bomb, which was placed in front 
of the Review business office, in a 
building which houses both papers, was 


found by two employes of the Review 
about 6 o’clock this morning. Police 
said it had been “planted” about 3 a. 
m., when the building was nearly de- 
serted. The staff of the Review, a 
morning newspaper, had left the build- 
ing, and the Chronicle force had not 
arrived. 

The bomb was home-made, a 15- 
pound coffee can being filled with 60 
per cent dynamite, with a fuse and 
blasting cap attached. One hundred 
sticks of explosive were used. 

Police declared that its blast would 
have shattered the front of the build- 
ing. One of the Chronicle’s presses was 
in a basement below the bomb. 

No motive for the attempt was ad- 
vanced by the newspapers, although 
both of them have campaigned exten- 
sively against vice and liquor rings in 
this city. A theory at first attributed 
to the police, that the bomb was placed 
as a hoax, was denied by officers late 
today, after a stick of the dynamite had 
been exploded as a test. 

Experts who examined the can and 
the charge were unable to find a clew, 
as the package had been handled several 
times. Gerald Pool and Lloyd Ebner, 
employes of the Review, found the can 
and summoned C. A. Johnson, building 
engineer. The trio opened the package 
and called police when they found ex- 
plosives.

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FIGHTING BUREAUCRACY, 


The National Civil Service Reform League 
has announced its intention to extend its 
activities by promoting simplification of the 
administrative branch of the Federal Govern- 
ment. At present, says the league, no matter 
how the administration in office, it is 
unable to avoid waste, duplication of effort, and 
lost motion. The machinery of Government 
ig too complicated, and there is lack of central- 
ized responsibility. 

League officials ds ny the novelty of the 
undertaking. President Taft, in 1910, recog- 
nized the situation and appointed a committee 
on economy and efficiency which made a care- 
ful study. President Harding, faced by a 
multiplicity of war-time boards, appointed a 
congressional committee which, after three 
years’ work, introduced the so-called Smoot 
bill. In 1922 the national budget commit- 
tee promulgated a plan of reorganization, 
and in 1923 the institute for government re- 
search formulated another. President Cool- 
idge has come out in favor of modernizing the 
Government, of all the plans that have 
been proposed for simplification and modern- 
ization, not one has met with the approval of 
Congress. 

There little. reason believe that a 
plan formulated by the Civil Service Reform 
League would have any greater appeal to 
Congress. It can not be denied that the 
Government, as it has grown to be, is unwieldy 
and uneconomic in many respects. A $3,000,- 
000,000 a year business, however, is bound to 
have a considerable amount of waste and lost 
motion. Efforts to minimize them are highly 
creditable, but the Government in its present 
form is a rather firmly intrenched institution, 
one which Congress and the public will not be 
inclined to experimient upon as long as it 
functions as effectively as it has in the past. 

The league has set out on a discouraging 
task, in which it will be guided by a special 
advisory committee made up of individuals 
whose names are household words throughout 
the country. That such outstanding men of 
affairs are willing to lend their names and 
their time to the undertaking is proof enough 
that there is need of Federal reorganization.

DENSITY OF DISTRICT TRAFFIC. 


Tabulated results of the recent comprehen- 
sive traffic count taken at 400 important in- 
tersections have 
Traftic Director Harland. Contrary to the 
general impression, Pennsylvania avenue car- 
ries the heaviest rush-hour traffic of any thor- 
oughfare in the city. Connecticut avenue, 
north of Florida, comes next in point of den- 
sity, followed by Fourteenth street from the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing to Highway 
Bridge, Massachusetts Avenue over 
Creek, Rhode Island avenue at Florida, and 
finally Sixteenth street at Columbia road. 

The popular impression has been that Six- 
teenth street is the most traveled thorough- 
fare in the District. The figures just made 
public show that since 1925, when the last 
count was taken, the volume therein has de- 
creased. Whether or not the installation of 
traffic lights caused the decrease can not be 
ascertained from study of the tabulation, for 
previous figures regarding the volume of traf- 
fic on parallel streets Are not available.

present but to serve traffic for years to come. 
The principal problem will be to coordinate 
the movement of vehicles throughout its 
length, so that a motorist may start at the 
White House and proceed to the Capitol with- 
out being halted. Eventually, since the Avenue 
is the most-traveled street in the District, the 
intersections should be tied together by a 
mechanical traffic control system, manipulated 
manually, however, by competent police of- 
ficers. 


THE STATE OF BUSINESS. 


The turn of the half year is an opportune 
time to examine the economic condition of 
the country. Various agencies undertake 
that task each year, among them the National 
City Bank of New York, whose comprehensive 
survey has gained the reputation of being 
ample and accurate. It is encouraging, there- 
fore, to note that this institution says that 
the business of the country is moving in good 
volume, though with indications of uneven- 
ness here and there which reflect the pres- 
ence of some retarding influences. Figures 
on electric power and bank clearings indicate 
that production and trade are running at rec- 
ord-breaking levels. On the other hand, a 
recent decline in steel activities to levels 
somewhat below those of a year ago, and a 
moderate falling off in railroad shipments of 
merchandise and less-than-car-lot freight, give 
evidences of recessions'in some quarters which 
are not altogether seasonal. 

The summer recession in the steel industry 
has carried operations down to but 70 per 
cent of capacity, and unfilled orders have 
fallen to the lowest level since 1910. The 
current regime of hand-to-mouth purchasing 
undoubtedly is responsible, and since no fur- 
ther dip in buying is expected, even though 
the swing downward in production may be

THE LIQUQR QUESTION IN BRITAIN. 


The liquor interests of Great Britain have 
been forced for many years past to wage an 
unceasing war of defense against the attacks 
of an unrelenting and implacable foe in the 
shape of the organization known as the United 
Kingdom Alliance. The U. K. A., as it is 
almost universally called, has for its ultimate 
object prohibition, naked and unashamed; 


but as that summum bonum represents, in the: 


present state of public opinion in: Britain, a 
practically unattainable ideal, the alliance is 
content, in the meantime, to gather up as 
many crumbs of comfort as it may by promot- 
ing minor items of legislation, such as Sunday 
closing of saloons, shortening of the hours of 
sale on week days, and various plans of local 
veto. 

Its latest attempt was to cause to be intro- 
duced in the House of Lords a very specious 
bill, which proposed to divide the country into 
large areas, and to give to the inhabitants of 
each area the right to decide periodically 
whether to retain the present system of liquor 
distribution, or put it under government con- 
trol, or abolish it altogether. The brewers, 
distillers, and saloonkeepers were, however, 
not caught napping, and they waged an ex- 
tensive campaign against a measure which,

public, whose liberties they maintained were 
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cards, displayed far and wide, contained the 
words: “The apathy of the voters brought 
prohibition in the United States. Keep watch 
on your liberty.” 

The United States figured largely also in 
the actual debate in the house of peers. Lord 
Dawson of Penn, physician to King George 
since 1907, and to the Prince of Wales since 
1923, delivered a ferocious onslaught on what 
he characterized as the ‘tyrannical’ proposal 
to allow an option of total prohibition. Hav- 
ing expressed the opinion that fermented 
liquor can scarcely be banished from civiliza- 
tion because it has become part and parcel of 
all civilized people, he paid his respects to 
prohibition as it is carried out in this country, 
declaring as follows: 

What would be an occasional drink 
has been converted into an occasion for 
drinking. In countries where prohibition 
has been adopted it has produced boot- 
legging, and, as I have personally ob- 
served, there is more drinking among 
the young than existed before, not only 
in one sex but in both. Far less drunk- 
enness is to be seen in this country than 
in America. I have never seen in recent 


years drunkenness so terrible as in the 
United States. 


After a debate which was more or less one- 


sided, the coup de grace was administered to 


the bill by the government spokesman, who 
said that the ministry was not prepared to re- 
open the liquor question, adding that the ex- 
ample of local option in Scotland was not so 
satisfactory as to recommend an extension of 
the principle. 

Presumably, with this threat to their lib- 
erties removed, the British public, as well as 
the publicans, will breathe more freely—at 
least until the next onslaught is made on their 
privileges or their property, the 
may be. 
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STUDYING NEW DISEASES. 


Although medical science is unable to say 
that it has mastered or eradicated the physical 
scourges of ages, it is determined that new 
plagues shall not threaten mankind un- 
challenged. Developments which disease ap- 
pears to make in order to keep pace with the 
increasing knowledge of doctors are being 
heroically combated by physicians of every 
nafion. The general health of the world owes 
much to men whose only reward is honor and 
respect within their profession. 

Research workers plan now to attack 
“sleeping sickness,” a malady old on the Dark 
Continent, but which in a somewhat different 
form appears to have been a product of the 
war. Prior to the great concentration of men 
in France the only organism credited with 
spreading ‘“‘sleeping sickness’’ was the African 
tsetse fly. Demobilization of the armies spread 
a variation of the ailment to lands where it 
had never been known before. 

Doctors distinguish sharply in terminology 
and effect between the old and new form of 
the affliction. Encephalitis is the name of the 
malady which in the last decade has been 
epidemic here as well as abroad. Excessive 
somnolence is often present, but not neces- 
sarily so. The mortality rate is, however, as 


as when the bite of the African fly claims a 
victim. oe 

Encephalitis was the cause of death in the 
case of Mrs. J. P. Morgan, and not all of the 
medical skill which the American financier 
could command was able to*check the disease. 
Unkind fate served a better purpose in this 
instance, Mr. Morgan has established a re- 
search center in New York for the study of 
encephalitis. W. J. Matheson, chemist and 
scientist, has given another fortune for an 
internatic¢nal survey of the malady. The 
work is to be done through the public health 
departments of the varidus countries. These 
two funds will spur hundreds of research 
workers on in their studies. If their efforts 
result in the isolation and control of ‘‘sleeping 
sickness” the value of the gifts which these 
two public-spirited men have just made will 
have been increased a thousandfold. 


CORPORATE PUBLICITY. 


As time goes, it is not long since one of the 
Vanderbilts outlined his theory of the relation- 
ship between the public and business by 
damning the former. The railroad builder 
was of the firm, if somewhat profane, opinion 
that the affairs of a corporation were the bus- 
iness of no one except those who controlled it. 
His attitude, reflected by many of his con- 
temporaries, did much to force a much more 
rapid change than Vanderbilt could have 
foreseen. 

How rapid that change has been is demon- 
strated by the character of those who now not 
only favor corporate publicity, but practice it. 
Thomas W. Lamont, partner in the firm of 
J. P. Morgan, is today the product of much 
the same environment that surrounded William 
H. Vanderbilt. He is the representative of 
conservative big business, and in an article 
written for Industrial Management he approves 
thoroughly of publicity for corporate affairs. 

Mr. Lamont goes further than many of his 
associates. The sort of corporate publicity 
that he advocates is not the mere routine 
annual statement of business now almost uni- 
versal. For concerns with large numbers of 
stockholders he holds up the example of the 
United States Steel Corporation and General 
Motors, which keep the public informed month 
by month of conditions within their industries, 
He credits the publicity practiced by bankers, 
railroads and utility corporations with much 
of the progress and economy of operation that 
have been made in the last half century. 

The benefits of the new policy of publicity 
are apparent. The intricacies of corporate 
Management are no longer a mystery to the 
general public. Funds of small investors are 
more widely distributed than ever before, and 
corporations are able to get working capital 
with greater ease and freedom than in the 
days when such funds could be obtained only 
from the great financial interests, Most im- 
portant, probably, is the fact that corporate 
publicity has developed financial participation 
of workers in the industries with which they 
are associated. As all of these helpful factors 
are increased the distinction between large 
industries and the public will be wiped out, 
for the publie will own that which it was once 
told harshly to leave alone.

Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific Railways Are 
Involved. 


BEFORE I. C. C. THIS WEEK 


St. Paul, Minn., July (AP.).—Ap- 
plications for permission to merge the 


Great Northern and the Northern Paci- 


fic Railways were signed here today and 
will be presented ‘to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission within a few days. 

Charles Donnelly, president of the 
Northern Pacific, in whose office the 


applications were signed, said they 
probably would be laid before the com- 
mission in Washington nett Friday, 
July 8. 

Under the terms of the applicatiéns, 
the two Northern lines and the Spo- 
kane, Portland and Seattle Railway, 
which they own, would be operated as 
a unified system by the Grert Northern 
Pacific Co. by lease and stock owner- 
ship. 

The applications were signed today 
on behalf of the two Northern roads 
and the Spokane, Portland and Seattle 
line, and they will be signed in New 
York this week for the Great Northern 
Pacific Co. before their presentation to 
the commission. 

New York, July 5 (A.P.).—Signing in 
St. Paul of the application for permis- 
sion to merge the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern Railroads was regarded 
in railway circles here today as one 
of the final steps in the Northwest 
unification plan, which had its incep- 
tion as far back as 1901. The conclud- 
ing formality, will be completed in New 
York. this week, when the application 
will be signed on behalf of the Great 
Northern Pacific Railway Co., the hold- 
ing corporation, after which the neces- 
sary papers will be filed with the Inter- 
state Comuferce Commission.

Ship Found Ablaze

New Yo:k, July 5 (A.P.)—A wisp of 
smoke, discovered after the 89 passen- 
gers had gone down the gangplank, 
turned into a $50,000 fire aboard the 
Pacific Steam Navigation Liner Ebro, 
which docked from her voyage from 
South American ports, today.

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Broken Oil Pipe Halts the 
Albany-to-New York 
Speed Run. 


New York, July 5 (A.P.).—A broken 
oil pipe, forcing the speed boat to halt 
for repairs near West Point, today frus- 
trated the attempt of Mrs. W. J. Con- 
ners, of Buffalo, to break the record for 
the run from Albany to New York down 
the Hudson River in the Miss Okeecho- 
bee, according to telephone advices 
reaching the Columbia Yacht Club here. 

The accident, according to word 
reaching here, happened at 4:15 p. m., 
1 hour and 37 minutes after the start 
of the run from Albany, and with a 
record-smashing performance in pros- 
pect. The record of 2 hours 38 min- 
utes for the distance of 138 miles was 
made in 1925 by Richard Hoyt’s Teaser. 
West Point is about 50 miles from New 
York.

EW YORK, July 6.—Active train- 
ing for his bout with Jack 
Dempsey at Yankee Stadium 

July 21 will be started by Jack Sharkey 
on Friday, when he opens his camp on 
the spacious roof on Madison Square 
Garden for a sixteen-day siege of prep- 
aration for his hardest test. 

Sharkey's decision to do his training 
Im the heart of New York City will 
“ive boxing followers here their first 
opportunity to see a heavyweight pre- 
paring for a major contest, at least in 
recent years. Dempsey is well known 
for his aversion to cities; his first im- 
pulse always is to get out of doors 
somewhere, and during his career as 
champion he has always trained at a 
distance from New York. 

For the Carpentier battle he trained 
at Atlantic City, while Gorgeous 
Georges set up his famous camp at 
Manhasset, L. 1.; for the Firpo battle, 
Dempsey trained at Saratoga Springs, 
while the Wild Bull of the Pampas held 
his workouts at Atlantic City; for the 
Tunney bout last year Dempsey worked 
at Saratoga Springs and then switched 
to Atlantic City, while Tunney started 
training at Speculator, N. Y. and later 
went to the Poconos, 


Though these camps were ac- 


cessible enough for the more pros- 
perous fight followers, Sharkey is 
offering the rank and file their 
first chance virtually to walk 
around the corner to see a con- 
tender whip himself into shape. 


From the time he jumped into the 
limelight with his decisive victory over 
Harry Wills last fall, Sharkey has been 
moderately training all of the time, 
topping it off with the Garden fight 
against the veteran Mike McTigue and 
finally Jim Maloney last May at the 
Yankee Stadium. 

His tentative program of prepara- 
tion for what will be the biggest task 
of his career so far includes road work 
in the mornings and gymnasium work 
and sparring in the afternoon. Whether 
he will undertake any special training 
to meet the altered campaign that 
Dempsey is following under the di- 
rection of his new manager, Leo P. 
Flynn, remains to be seen when his 
workouts actually commence. 

There is little livelihood that Shar- 
key'’s serene confidence will be ruffled 
by the reports from the Dempsey camp. 


An expression of the characteris- 
tlc Sharkey assurance came from 
Heston yesterday in answer to wide- 


spread reports that Dempsey needed 
more time properly to prepare him- 
self for the impending struggle. 
Sharkey worked out on Sunday in 
Kelley & Hayes’ gymnasium in 
Boston. 


“Last year when Dempsey lost to 
Tunney,” Sharkey is quoted as saying, 
“it was said that he had been so 
hounded he was a nervous wreck. The 
tragedy in his family is bound to affect 
him, I want to meet him when he is 
at his best, otherwise if I beat him on 
July 21, as I fully expect to do, many 
will say afterward that Jack was in no 
condition to fight. 

“I do not want to take any unfair 
advantage—if conditions were reversed 
I am sure Dempsey would feel the same 
way. He is too game himself to ask a 
postponement, but if such seems ad- 
visable I won’t stand in the way of it, 
and I am sure Johnny Buckley, my 
manager, feels the same way.”

ers Another Year, Hoover 


Declares. a ' 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Of the 3,500.000 acres of farm land | 

inundated by the Mississippi flood, 

1,300,000 acres probably can not be used 

this year for crop production, Secretary 

Hoover estimated yesterday upon his 
return from the flood area. 


He said this 1,300,000 acreage presents 
the most serious problem for the Red | 
Cross and other relief agencies, as the 
population would have to be fed and 
clothed for many months. 

“The drowned land,” he continued, 
“is located in 20 counties, 4 of which 
are in Mississippi, 7 in Louisiana, 6 in 
Arkansas, and 1 each in Missouri, 
Illinois and Kentucky On our present 
calculations, the Red Cross has funds 
enough to carry these people through 
to November 1, with a $3,000,000 re- 
serve on that date.” By that time, he 
added, it should be possible to de- 
termine the total damage and the re- 
habilitation needs. 

About 10,000 houses are being ie- 
paired and reconstructed out of Red 
Cross funds, the Secretary said, and in 
addition to the $16,000,000 provided by 
Red Cross donations, about $7,000,000 
in Federal government relief service 
and $3,000.00 in free railroad trarspor- 
tation has been used in relief opera- 
tions.

OF TRAFFIC oHOWS 


EFFECT OF LIGHTS 


Bhrinkage in Volume of Auto 
Travel Passing Signals 
Is Indicated. 


COMMENT ON RESULTS 
REFUSED BY HARLAND 


Pennsylvania Avenue Be- 
tween Ninth and Tenth 
Streets Held Busiest. 


Are Washington motorists avoiding 
streets in which electric traffic signals 
have been installed? This question 
arose to confront Director of Traffic 
William H. Harland yesterday when 
tabulated but wunanalyzed results of 
the recent traffic count were laid on 
his desk. 

Despite the increase in the number 
of cars and drivers, volume of traffic 
was seen to have shrunk 10 per cent 
in two years at Sixteenth street and Co- 
lumbia road northwest, the busiest in- 
tersection on Sixteenth street. In 1925, 


2,918 vehicles passed the corner during 
the evening rush hour. This year the 
count was 2,616. 

In Rhode Island avenue northwest, 
between Connecticut avenue and Four- 
teenth street, where lights have been 
placed, traffic was reported to have 
only one-third the density it had two 
years ago, the count now being 1,300 
as compared with 3,400 then. 


Harland Refuses Comment. 


Harland would not comment on the 
figures. He said he had not yet studied 
them. ‘Traffic officials engaged in buy- 
ing signals refused to concede a year 
azo that motorists sought streets 
where there are no signal lights, when 
figures seemed to bear that indication. 

Pennsylvania avenue between Nintp 
and Tenth stree*: northwest was 
named as the block of densest traffic 
in the city, 4,163 vehicles having tra- 
versed it from 4 to 6 p. m. on a given 
day. ‘Traffic tapered off in each direc- 
tion along the Avenue from that mgxi- 
mum. 

The second point of density was 
Connecticut avenue north of Florsai 
avenue northwest, where 3,749 vehicles 
were counted.

STREET REPAIRS ORDERED 


The District Commissioners yesterday 
transposed the positions of the two 
chief assistants to Maj. Daniel J. Dono- 
van, auditor.

ASSURANCE NEEDED 
FOR MAIL LINE STOP 


District Heads Must Guaran- 
tee Landing Field for At- 
lanta-New York Project. 


MAJ. COVELL TO SUBMIT 
ESTIMATES THIS WEEK 


Aeronautics Chief Declares 
Bolling Field Will Be Avail- 
able Temporarily. 


Whether Washington or Baltimore 
will be made the stop on the new air 
mail line to be inaugurated this fall 
between New York and Atlanta, de- 
pends upon whether the District Com- 
missioners can give assurance to the 
War Department that plans will go for- 
ward for the establishment of a per- 
manent airport here 

This was disclosed yestérday fol- 
lowing a conference between F. Trubee 
Davison, Assistant Secretary of War for 
Aeronautics, and Maj. W. E. R. Covell, 
senior Assistant Engineer Commission- 
er, who is in charge of airport activi- 
ties for the District. Mr. Davison as- 


sured Maj. Covell that the use of Boll- 
ing Field temporarily for air mail 
planes would be permitted if the Com- 
missioners could in turn assure the 
War Department that permanent air- 
port plans will be pressed forward 
earnestly and with determination. 


Report Due This Week. 


Maj. Covell will probably make his 
report to the Commissioners this week. 
He will include in this report a series 
of estimates covering the cost of the 
development of Gravelly Point, which 
appears to be the logical permanent 
site, now being prepared by the United 
States engineers office. 

These estimates will prescut the cost 
of the preparation of a field 2,500 by 
3,000 feet over a perioc. of two years 
and five years; the preparation of a 
field 3,000 feet by 3,000 feet over a 
period of two years, five years and ten 
years, and the preparation of a field 
4,000 by 6,000 feet over a period of 
five years and ten years. The longer 
the period the less the cost, since 
the dredging of the river in the 
immediate vicinity as the channels 
fill, and the use of the site as a 
dump over a long period would make 
available -the material for reclaiming 
the land at a lower cost. 


Business Reaction Cited. 


Maj. ~vvell will also include in the 
repo. the reaction of local business 
interests to the ir mail and perma- 
nent airport projects, as well as other 
developments brought out by the agi 
tation for these things. 

It is felt, however, that the Commis 
sioners will be able to give the assu! 
ance which Mr. WYavison has requeste 
and in that case the air mal! stop wi 
x given Washington for the time at 
least. Whether Washington will obtain 
the stop depends upon whether or not 
the use of Bolling Field as a tem- 
porary landing field for the air mail 
planes will be permited 

Porter Adams, president of the Amer- 
ican Aeronautic Association, also con- 
ferred with Mr. Davison, and assured 
him that the association stood in readi- 
ness to place its full resources behind 
the air mail and airport projects for 
Washington. 

Mr. Adams assured Mr. Davison that 
the association would through its na- 
tional organization support any project 
which might be evolved, and stated 
that in his personal opinion the people 
of Washington would be only too glad 
to give the War Department the assur- 
ances which it demanded before it 
would be willing to make an exception 
of the policy of keeping commercial ac- 
tivities from military reservations. 

It was brought out, in the conference 
between Mr. Davison and “Aaj. Covell, 
that it will not be necessary to spend 
any money toward the installation of 
euipment at Polling Filed. Edward P. 
Warner, Assitant Secretary of War for 
Aeronautics, said yesterday in a letter 
to Maj. Covell that the Navy will per- 
mit the use of its flood lighting in- 
stallation for the air mail planes, and 
that light will be operated by its own 
personnel. The conditions are the same 
as those laid down by the War Depart- 
ment concerning the use of the. field. 
The hangar of the Department of Com- 
merce will be made available for the use 
of the planes. 

Maj. Covel also discussed with Mr. 
Davison the proportion of the expendi- 
ture for the development of the airport 
which it would be just for the Federal 
Government to pay, and for the Dis- 
trict to pay. 

It is doubtful, it is said, if anybody 
ever thought that local citizens should 
pay for the development of an airport 
here, or that it: would be necessary to 
increase the rate of taxation in order 
to built such an airport. The de- 
velopment of an airport would justly, 
in a large degree, devolve upon the 
Federal Government. 

The guarantee of $35,000 for equlip- 
ment at Bolling Field, which local busi- 
ness men were requested to stake, and 
which they declined to put up, as wel! 
as the question of whether or not they 
were willing to absorb the burden in 
taxation, were presented for the pur- 
pose of making them lay their cards 
on the table, which they did. 

Local business men, however, despite 
their caution and reluctance in the 
matter of an airport, have declared 
their willingness to support the project 
with cash to the extent that they con- 
ceive would be fair for the District. 

Nevertheless, legislation for a perma- 
nent airport will be drawn up to be 
presented before the comiifg session of 
Congress. Maj. Covell is optimistic con- 
cerning the airport prospects, and be- 
lieves that the airport program will be 
crowned with success. 

The special subcommittee of local 
trade groups will meet this morning at 
11 o’clock in the offices of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


Chamber Committee Meetings. 


Decision to continue meeting during 
the summer months was reached yes- 
terday at a luncheon meeting of the 
membership committee, of the Washing- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, at the Oc- 
cidental Hotel. Tentative plans for in- 
creasing the membership of the organi- 
zation were also discussed, and a report 
is to be made at a later meeting. In the 
absence of C. Melvin Sharpe, chairman, 
Henry C. Cole, vice chairman, presided. 


Russian Corporation Sues. 
The Amdur Shipping & Trading 
Co., a Russian corporation with head- 
quarters in Berlin, Germany, filed 
Suit yesterday in Equity Court against 
the alien property custodian to recover 
$31,964, a sum which represents the 
price obtained by the American Gov- 
ernment in the sale of a cargo of soja 
beans belonging to the plaintiff at Ma- 
nila. Attorney Reeves T. Strickland 
appeared for the plaintiff. '
